Harriman Spending Millions to Bet- 


ter His Railroad System. 


Evidently, 
President 
Harriman 


meant what he said when he told the 
merchants of San Francisco during 


I his last visit that he proposed to make 
! the Southern Pacific and Union Pa- 


I cific systems secoud to none in Hie 
| world. 
He may not have said those 


words, but he gave that impression. 
Judging from recent reports taken 
from official records, this new moving- 
power in western railway affairs does 
not propose by any means to distri- 
bute all his profits in dividends to the 
stockholders. 
These figures show 


that during a period of less than three 
years up to June 30, 1903, the aggre- 
gate expenditures for betterments and 
equipment of all lines in the Harri- 
man system were $104,348,369. Some 
idea what this means is gained by 
noting that this amount is more than 
the total estimated expenditure nec- 
cessary 
for the completion of the 


Panama Canal. 


1 The work has been going on steadily 
for about three years on all the lines 
of the system, between Omaha 
and 


San Francisco as wel'. as between here 
and Portland and between here and 
New Orleans. 
Into all these main 


lines as well as upon the branches, 
some of these million 
dollars of 


money have .gone, all the expendi- 
tures being with the idea of establish- 
ing a railway system equal to any 
ever constructed. 
But the present 


plans of the directors will not stop 
here for the work now actually under 
•way will increase the figures above 
stated by several millions. The rapid 
development of the Pacific coast and 
western territory,, .and the remark- 
able awakening and increase of Pa- 
cific commerce, are the causes of these 
expenditures which out the railways. 
on the footfog <teau.ttd«« by the po»ti- 
bilitiea 6f the traffic, and the outlook, 
in the judgment of the far-seeing 
officials, warrants these vast improve- 
ments. 
CHATS WORTH PARK CJT-OFF 
The most important 
construction 


work, besides that beyond Reno, is the 
Chatsworth Park cut-off, shortening 
the coast line between San .Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 
This cut-off w}ll 


save much time in the constautly in- 
creasing traffic between the two cities. 
It includes three tunnels ,near Chats- 
worth park, and saves much curva- 
ture and grades. There is a new tun- 
nel here, 7369 feet in length—400 feet 
longer than the San Fernando tunnel. 
There are other similar tunnels of 
900 and 500 feet in leugth respectively. 
In addition to the work near Chats- 
worth park, the coast line has been 
practically rebuilt, all the way from 
Elwood to San Buenaventura. 
Here, 


where the railroad skirts the pictur- 
esque beach, tons of masonry have 
been piled, to prevent the inroads of 
the sea, and not only to prevent pos- 
sible disaster, but by the showing of 
strength, to overcome any possible 
fear on the part of travellers over this 
picturesque section of the line. Much 
of the light rail has been removed and 
the work of removal is still in pro- 
gress, and when it is completed all of 
the coast division will be laid with 
75 and 80-pound steel. Over 40 miles 
of double track has been built on the 
coast line and many new stations 
and new depot buildings. 


DEVELOPING THE STATE. 


But not only in construction and 


those improvements which railway re- 
port annually hide under the term of 
"betterments" does the new Southern 
Pacific policy demand expenditure. 
In making known abroad the oppor- 
tunities of California and the country 
tributary to the vast system, more 
money is being spent than for a long 
time. Pamphlets with such titles as, 
"What a Man with $500 Can Do In 
California," "California for the Het- 
tler," "The Prune Primer," "Califor- 
nia Big trees," "California for the 
Sportsman, ' and a lot of miscellaneous 
literature calculated to lure and lead 
the man who likes to travel and see 
tilings, are being printed and sent 
broadcast through the world.

in California. 
It takes two or three 


years sometimes to influence an or-

Johnston, taking a curve diagon- 
ally across his orange grove to 
the gap in the San Jose Hills, 
above Puddingstonc falls. 
Here 


a bridge would be built and con- 
siderable grading required. This 
romantic spot with its beautiful 
waterfall and picturesque hills, 
studded with live oaks, has long 
been the favorite resort for picnic 
parties from far and wide, but all 
this will soon be changed, the 
owner having ordered the trees 
lo be cut down 
for 
firewood. 


Passing between these two ranges 
of hills, the line enters the Ran- 
cho de Carrion on the outskirts of 
Lordsburg, which busy and pros- 
perous town is not very friendly 
to this route, 
which takes the 


car so far south of the village."

That alert educational leader, 


President of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, raises the question.

is simply a preparatory school to

says President James, "with only 
about 10,000 pupils.

that there are fully 50,000 pupils 
who would be sent 
to high- 


schools by their parents were it 
not that the course is really a 
preparation tor college-

cannot go to college, and so they 
do not want to waste their time 
on the preparatory course.

they want a good, 
substantial 


course, which would be of prac- 
tical benefit." 


We have a suspicion that the 


Chicago high-schools are not ex- 
ceptional, and that the practical 
usefulness of the average high- 
school would be multiplied many 
times if this preparatory idea 
could 
be eliminated. 
If 
any 


school is to be a vestibule to the 
college let it be the academy or 
college prepatory school. 
Let 


the high-school course be con- 
structed so as to give the largest 
possible benefit to the boys and 
girls who must be content with 
the training it offers as a prep- 
aration for life.—Ex.

well known. 
Grape growers incline

grape to mature without developing 
seed?, he will confer a great boon on 


• the viticultural interests. The Cor- 


inth is the variety of grape from 
which the Zante currants of commerce 
are produced and no one in California 
has yet solved the problem of produc- 
ing a seedless Corinth grape. 


Cuttings of the variety Lave repeat-

Wine makers do net anticipate any

Shorb and L. J. Rose, were ever able 
to be guided by the experiments that 
Crabb conducted, for the reason that 
the climate conditions around Oak- 
ville are entirely different from those 
of Portugal and Spain.

death rate in ,he army in the Philip- 
pines from 13.90 per thousand in 1001 
to 16.49 per thousand in 1002 is shown 
in the annual report of Surgeon Gen- 
eral R. M. O'Reilly for the fiscal year 
ending June 30. This increase is at-1 
tribnted to cholera, which caused 354 
deaths per thousand. A slight im- 
provement shows in the admission 
rote for disease and injury which 
declined from 1791.59 per thousand 
in 1901 to 1716.51 per thousand in 1902. 
Discussing 
other features 
of 
the 


health of the army, Surgeon General 
O'Reilly's report says: 


"The enrollment of pbout 5000 na- 


tive Filipino scouts having added a 
new racial clement to the army, it 
becomes a matter of much interest 
to study the comparative effects of 
disease nn them and on our white and 
colored troops. For the whole army, 
at home and abroad, during the year 
1902, the white troops showed an ad- 
mission rate of 1706.33 per thousand 
and a death rate of 14.40. The negro 
troops bad 1897.74 admissions and 
241.1 deaths per thousand, and the 
Malay scouts 1707.21 admissions per 
thousand and 24.04 deaths. The white 
race, therefore, gave the lowest figures

TOWERS AGREE 


England and France Check Allies in 


Far East 


London—It is learned that in ad- 


dition to the settlement of too Anglo- 
French arbitration treaty an impor- 
tant understanding has been reached 
between Great Britain and Franco, 
iu connection 
with 
the far east. 


When the French foreign minister, 
M. Del Casse, accompanied President 
Loubert to London recently, he dis- 
cussed with Lord Lenedowne the pos- 
sibility of a Russo-Japanese war, with 
the result that both foreign ministers 
argeed to exert the utmost possible 
pressure to prevent their respective 
far eastern allies—Russia and Japan 
—from coming to hostilities. It was 
frankly recongi/.ed that any such war 
would seriously endanger the entente 
which is now having practical results 
iu an Anglo-French arbitration, as 
yoine reckless action either by Russia 
or /apan mjght involve France and 
England in hostilities. 


To avert this a private understand-

As to Soil Fertility 


Practical agricultural prorgess of 


much interest to all who till the soil 
for any purpose is seeu ill the au- 
nouncetnent by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson^that the bureau of soils 
has just finished'an exhaustive inves- 
tigation of the chemistry o' soils as 
related to the yield of cropb. Tho 
results indicate that practically all 
soils have sufficient available plant 
food for nominal crop yields, and that 
this ^supply ia constantly maintained 
through natural agencies in the soils 
desolving the 
material of the soil 


grains. 
The difference iu yield is 


dependent upon the condition and 
kind of cultivation and rotation of 
crops, maintaining certain necessary 
physical conidtous in the soil uuder 
which this plant food can be used by 
the crop. A bulletin has just gone to 
press giving the details of the inveati- 
gption, and discussing tho influence 
of climate, texture of soil, rotation, 
fertilizers and soil management upon 
the yield of crops. The work is based 
upon analyses by now and exceedingly 
sensitive methods by which the amount 
of plant food in the soil moisture 
itsolf, which is tho groat nutritive 
solution 
for the support of crops 


has been determined,aud not by digest- 
ing the soils in acida which attack 
the it'ort mineral matter of tho soils. 


NVhile the conclusions appear to be 


iu conflict with tho opinions held for 
wo many years by agricultural chem- 
ists. i.hey are in strict 
conformity 


with the experience of good farmers 
in all countries, and with actual facts 
which have long been established by 
agricultural chemists. Tho fertility 
of the soils thus shown to bo due 
to physical causes which control tho 
supply of water and plant food whicl: 
it contains, as the soil moisture in 
all ca^cs appears to be about the 
t-amo in composition and concentra- 
tion. Tho fertility is therefore con- 
trolled by a physical cause, and a 
chemical examination of a soil cannot 
be expected to indicate the yield of a 
crop. It is believed that a simple 
physical method will bo devised foi 
determining the relative fertility oi 
soils. 


Porto Rico Orange Transportation 
California orange growers will find 


something to think about In the fol- 
lowing information, bubliabed by the 
New York Fruit Trade Journal of 
recent date: 


The orange trade generally is on 


the lookout for the arrival of the 
steamship 
Ponce 
from Porto Rico 


with a cargo of oranges in a cold 
chamber. As announced in last week's 
Fruit Trade Journal, such a chamber 
is being installed in this ship, with 
a capacity for about eighteen hundred 
boxes of oranges, which will be used 
by F. H. Keeler & Co. in getting 
Porto Rico oranges to this city. It is 
universally admitted that if the em- 
ployment 
of 
refrigeration 
enables 


shippers to get the fruit here in first 
rate condition, a speedy change of 
basis, so to speak, may result in the 
orange trade of the island. 


With the advantages of cheap labor 


and cheap transportation already en- 
joyed by the Porto Rico orange ship- 
pers, and with a superb quality of 
fruit, it is easy to see that if this im- 
provement in transportation facilities 
has the desired result the orange trade 
of tho island will not have to wait 
till cultivated fruit begins to ship 
before becoming a big trade along 
with Florida'-a; it, will go ahead at 
once by leaps and bounds. 


Iron Production to Be Curtailed 


Pittsburg—At a meeting of the com- 


mittee appointed by tho blast furnace 
operators of tho central west to con- 
sider restricting the output of iron 
to the market requirements, it was 
decided to order a supsension of 25 
per cent of the capacity of the-last 
quarter of the year. The southern 
blast furnace operators, with head- 
quarters iu Birmingham, Ala., with a 
capacity of over 1,300,000 tons, will 
co-operate with the northern furnace 
operators to prevent an over-produc- 
tion of iron, and will suspend opera- 
tions to about the same etxent.

half dozen of us have stood under the 
shade of a geranium. Namely, it is 
the way we live. It is evolution-while- 
you-wait.

age of physical and mental energy in 
the communities from which they mi- 
grated. But most of the differentatiou, 
which is already striking and still in 
cumulative process, is the development 
of the individual life under conditions 
more favorable than surround Ameri- 
can girls elsewhere.
